Source  learned  from  the  Soviet  General  Staff  officers 
who  authored  the  Combat  Potentials  documents  referenced 
above  that  the  comparisons  contained  in  these  documents 
were  calculated  on  the  basis  of  mathematical  methods  based 
on  the  use  of  a computer.  Source  was  unable  to  ascertain 
what  factors  went  into  the  mathematical  equations.  The 
Soviet  General  Staff  officers  informed  Source  that  these 
tables  are  still  valid  and  in  current  use  in  1980.
